AZALEAS 


KNAPHILL AZALEAS—(seedlings) (deciduous). From seed 
imported from the originator in England. Now two years old, 
many should bloom next year. Described as having “wide, flat 
flowers, 2’’ to 3’’, mostly single but a few double. Many have 
clusters of many flowers. Colors are pinks, creams, near whites, 
reds, roses and oranges.” Fall foliage is beautiful in color. A big 
improvement over the familiar mollis azaleas. One bloomed for 
us last summer with a 3” flower, salmon-pink.

HELLEBORUS 


HELLEBORUS (Christmas Roses). Herbaceous perennials. 
Hardy. Large, palmately divided, dark green leaves. Established 
plants flower freely:in winter and early spring. 


Foetidus—Chartreuse bell-shaped clusters of flowers with 
brown spot in center. 


Niger Altifolius—Blooms December through February. 
Large 2” to 4”’ white flowers. 


SHRUBS 


PIERIS—Here are three types of Pieris, commonly known as 
Andromeda. 


Pieris Formosa—A large shrub with dark-green, oval, pointed 
leaves, new growth is pink and crimson. Large sprays ‘of white 
bell-shaped Lily-of-the-Valley-like flowers. 


Pieris Forrestii—Similar to Formosa but more brilliant in early 
spring color, the new leaves convey the impression of large, 
crimson flowers. Small plants only, rooted cuttings from plants 
with very brilliant foliage. 


Pieris Japonica—A_ beautiful and free-flowering shrub. Similar 
to above but foliage is not quite as brilliant. 


Gaultheria Wardii—A variety with sharply pointed leaves, 
white flowers upon old wood, and blue berries powdered with 
white farina. 


Hypericum Hookerianum—An upright-growing variety with 
rounded semi-evergreen leaves and large, golden, cup-shaped 
flowers, often over ani in diameter. 


Leucothoe Catesbaei—Has beautiful, shining green leaves 
which turn dark crimson during the winter, held upon long, 
arching sprays which bear short spires of clear white Lily-of-the- 
Valley-shaped flowers in May and June. 


Enkianthus cernuus var. rubens—A deciduous shrub with 
leaves and branches arranged in tiers with deep-red flowers in 
pendent clusters at tips of branches. Autumn foliage is brilliant 
in tones of orange and red. 


Magnolia Stellata—the star magnolia. 
Magnolia Stellata var. Waterlily—has larger flowers. 


Magnolia Stellata var. rubra—the pink form.
